And have often, under the pre- 
teder of ſearching for Liquors, treated very rudely and indecently Wo- 
men HO came to Relieve and Support their Hus bands labouring under 
the Hardmips and Neceſſities of the Goal: And they raiſe the Price 
of Liquors, and other Neceſſaries, inſomuch that the neceſſitous Priſoner 
19 obliged to pay Three-pence per Quart for worſe Beer than he can 
buy out of the Priſon for Two-pence Half · penny; and they have alſo 
eneburdged a Practiee among the Priſoners, of forcing thoſe newly 
Comtnitted to pay Garniſh, and, of levying Fines upon each other under 
frivolous Pretences, the Money ariſing from which is to be ſpent at the 
Tap-Houſe, ſo that He who is moſt active in exacting it is favoured as 
the greateſt Friend to the Houſe. This method of levying Garniſh- 
Money and Fines: is fo . allowed, that there are Tables hung 
up in each Room of the ſtared Garniſh Fees, ſome of which amount 
to'75: GA. ſome to more; and if the unhappy Wretch (which is the 
general Caſe) hath not Money to pay them, the Prifoners ſtrip him in 
a Riotous manner, which in their Cant Phraſe they call, Letting the 
Flack Dog walk. | | | | 
This ſhews the Inconveniency of the Keepers having the Advantage 
of the Tap-Houſe, ſinee to advance the Rent thereof, and to conſume 
the Liquors there vended, they not only encourage Riot and Drunken- 
neſs, bat alſo prevent the Needy Priſoner from being ſupplyed by his 
Friends with the meer Neceſſaries of Life, in order to encreaſe an ex-

All the Support ſuch poor Wretches have to 
ſubſilt on, is an accidental allowance of Peaſe given once a Week by 
a Gentleman, who conceals his Name, and about Thirty Pounds of 
Beef provided by the voluntary Contribution of the Judge and Offi- 
cers of the Marſbalſta, on Monday, Hedne/day and Friday, which is di- 
vided into very ſmall Portions of about an Ounce and an half, diſtri- 
buted with one fourth Part of an half penny Loaf; each of the Sick 
is firſt ſerved with one of thoſe Portions, and thoſe that remain are 
divided amongſt the Wards; but the Numbers of the People in them 
are ſo great, that it comes to the turn of each Man but about once

The faid William Addon in his Defence againſt this Charge did not 
deny this Fact, but ſaid he did it by Order of the Court; and being 
uired to produce ſuch Order, he ſaid it was a verbal Order, given 
him by the ſaid Edward Gilbourne. And the ſaid Edward Gilbourne be- 
ing examined in the Preſence of the ſaid William Acton, denied that 
he gave any ſuch Order. \ | 

This Tranſaftion was about the Time the Act for Relief of Inſol- 
vent Debrors in 17257 took place; and the Old Priſoners, who knew 
this Affair, being diſcharged, by that Act, thoſe who were newly 
committed, being ignorant of their Rights ro Charities, were de- 
frauded thereof under this abuſe. 

After the Time of taking by Violence Poſſeſſion of the Priſoners 
Seal, as before mentioned, the ſaid Seal was uſed in the Lodge, with- 
out the Privity or Conſent of the Priſoners, and was afhxed to Re- 
ceipts for Legacies and Charities, which the ſaid Gilbourne receiv'd, and 


diſpoſed of as he pleaſed, in a very irregular and arbitrary Manner, 


until Complaint thereof was made to Sir Jobn Darnall, Judge of the 


Court; and then what was afterwards paid for the Priſoners was diftri- 


buted regularly, but no Account was given to the Priſoners by Gil- 
Bourne of the Moneys he received. | 
Till the turning out of Pugh, and the violent breaking open the Pri- 
ſoners ſaid Cheſt, the Steward uſed to diſtribute the Charity Mone 
among the Priſoners equally and indifferently without Favour or At- 
fection, and accounted regularly to the Priſoners, and never received 
any Money without their Privity and Orders; but fince the ſaid Vi- 
olence, nothing hath been regularly done in reſpe& of the Charities z 
ſometimes the ſaid Edward Gillourne, at other times the ſaid 7obn Grace, 
diſtributed them as they thought fit; and ſince the faid William Acton, 
Butcher, hath rented the ſaid Goal, there has been no Steward, nor any 
Account given of the ſaid Charities, he having taken upon himſelf to 
act as Steward without the Choice or Conſent of the Priſoners : And 
upon his Examination, he confeſſed, that from May 1728, to May 
1729, he had received Charity Money for the poor Priſoners, amount- 
ing to above 117 J. of which he had kept no Account, and took no 
Notice thereof till this Committee was appointed to Enquire into the 
State of the Goals, not expecting to have been asked about it. He 
fetended he had diſtributed tiſe Money among the Priſoners directly, 
ut produced no ſort of Vouchers for it. 


_ The preſent extreme Want and Neceſſity of the Priſoners in the 


ſaid Goal proceeds from the Charities being groſly perverted, and not 
laid out in proper Proviſions, and divided into proper Portions. For 


"if 11 J. a Year, which Acton himſelf acknowledges he had received, 


had been laid out in Bread only, it would have afforded each Priſoner 


two Pounds of Bread per Week, (ſuppoſing the Priſoners on the Com- 


mon Side to have amounted, one Time with another, to Three Hun- 
dred) which Pittance, tho' very ſmall, would have prevented the 
Starving to Death many miſerable W retches, who have periſhed in 
the ſaid Goal with meer Hunger: | 

The Committee have Reaſon to believe That the Charities given 
by well-diſpoſed Perſons unknown have been ſufficient for the — — 
and Maintenance of the poor Priſoners in this Goal: But the Modeſty 
of the Donors concealing their Alms, This too great Fear of Oſtenta- 
tion hath enabled the Goaler and his Miſcreants at the Lodge to per- 
vert = Charity-Moneys, and defraud the poor miſerable Priſoners 
thereof. 

The Committee have diſcovered ſome private Charities, (notwith- 
ſanding the Induſtry of, the Donors to conceal them) particularly that of

for the Priſoners are Months together without hearing any thing at all 
of their Basket-Men. 


Z3o that the good and charitable Intentions of Mankind are wicked- 


ly pervetted, and rendered uſeleſs, and of no Avail to the poor Priſo- 
ners, Who can neither come out to be relieved, nor can Thoſe who 
come to relieve, have eafy Acceſs to ſuch poor Wretches, nor diſtin- 
guiſh the Impoſtors from the Unfortunate. | | 

The only effectual Way to diſtribute ſuch Charity rightly ſeems to 
be, to Tee ſome Priſoner of each Ward, who is not in the Keeper's 
Intereſt, and from ſuch Priſoner to know the moſt Neceſſitous. 

The abovementioned Practice of Farming and Defrauding the Beg- 
ging- Box, is not peculiar to this Priſon of the Mar/halſea only. The 
poor Priſoners in the Fleet-Priſon are abuſed in the ſame Manner. 

In this Priſon of the Mar /bal/ea, Pyrates are kept as well as Debtors ; 
and the firſt, who arc generally a very deſperate and abandoned Sort of 
People, are ſuffered to mix with all the unhappy Debtors of the Common 
Side: which may be of dangerous Conſequence, for this being a Priſon 
for the poorer Sort, in which great Numbers of poor Sailors are com- 
monly confined, the Converſation of theſe Pyrates, and their Boaſts how 
riotouſly they lived whilft at Sea, may inſtil Inclinations of following the 
ſame wicked Practices: This Correſpondence with theſe deſperate People 
hath already had ſome Influence upon the poor Debtors, and was in 
part the Occaſion of ſeveral of them attempting to eſcape, ro which 
Hunger and extreme Want being added, ſome of them became fo de- 
ſperate, that after having faſted four Days, and ſeeing no Hope of Re- 
lief, they attempted to break thro” the Priſon Wall, and were taken 
in the Attempt. 

This gave the Gaolers a Pretence to exerciſe their greater Cruelties; 
All the Perſons ſo attempring to eſcape, were called into the Lodge by 
the ſaid Acton, one by one, and there examined. One of them was 
ſcen to go in perfectly well, and when he came out again, he was in 
the greateſt Diſorder, his Thumbs were much ſwoln and very ſore, and 
he declared, that the Occaſion of his being in that Condition, was 
that the Keeper, in Order to extort from him a Confeſſion of the 
Names of thoſe, who had aſſiſted him and others in their Attempt to 
eſcape, had ſcrewed certain Inſtruments of Iron upon his Thumbs fo 
Cloſe, that they had forced the Blood out of them, with exquiſite Pain 
after this he was carryed into the Strong Room, where beſides the 
other Irons which he had on, they fixed on his Neck and Hands an 
Iron Inſtrument, called a Collar, (like a pair of Tongs) and he being a 
large luſty Man, when they ſcrewed the ſaid Inſtrument cloſe, his 
Eyes were ready to ſtart out of his Head, the Blood guſhed our of his 
Ears and Noſe, he foamed at the Mouth, the Slaber run down, and 
he made ſeveral Motions to ſpeak, but could not; after theſe Tor- 
tures, he was confined in the Strong Room for many Days with a ve- 
ry heavy pair of Irons, called Sheers, on his Legs. 

It has been uſual in this Priſon for the Keepers unlawfully to af- 
ſame to themſelves a pretended Authority of Magiſtrates, and not on- 
ly to judge and decree Puniſhments arbitrarily, but alſo to execute the 
fache unmercifully: Numberleſs are the Inſtances of their immoderate 


. Beating poor Debtors at their pleaſure; inſomuch that the ver 


Name of the Inſtrument hung up in the Lodge, for beating the Priſo- 
ners, became a Terrour to them. The 


The vartous Tortures and Cruelties hefore mentioned not content- 
ing theſe wicked Keepers in their ſaid pretended Magiſtracy over the 
Priloners, they found a Way of making within this Priſon a Confine- 
ment 'more dreadful than the Strong Room. itſelf, by coupling the 
Living with the Dead; and have made a Practice of Locking up 
Debrors, who diſpleaſed them, in the Yard with Humane Carxcaſſes. 
One particular Inſtance of this Sort of Inhumanity was, of a Perſon 
whom the Keepers confined in that Part of the lower , Yard which 
was then ſcparated from the reft, whilſt there were there two 
dead Bodies which had lain there Four Days; yet was He kept 
there with them Six Days longer, in which Time che Vermin. de- 
voured the Ficſh from rhe Faces, eat the Eyes out of the Heads of 
the Carcaffes, which were bloated, putrifyed, and turned green, du- 
* poor Debtor's diſmal Confinement with them. 1 

great Buſineſs depending in the Houſe of Commons having of- 
ten required the long Attendance of the Members of this Committee, 
the Committee have not been able to ge thro' the Examinations which 
they had entered into, upon the various Complaints laid before them, 
of cruel Brating, Troning, Torturing, and Murdering Debtors, too 
Hocking and roo numerous to be thoroughly examined in ſo ſhort, a 
Time, as the Remainder of this Seſſion of Parliament allows. 
One cruel and barbarous Inſtance, among others, which appeared, zo 
the Committee, they cannot omit, viz. #08 7 ky, 49 

Tn the Year 1925, Thomas Blifi,, a Carpenter, not having any 
Friends to fupport him, was almoſt ſtarved to Death in the Priſon, 
upon which te attempted to get over the Priſon by a Rope, lent him 
y another Prifoner : In the Attempt he was taken by the Keepers, 
dragged by the Heels imo the Lodge, barbarouſl beaten, and put in- 
to from, m Which he was kept ſeveral Wecks. Afternoon, as be 
-wasyuirrly ſtanding in the Yard with his Irons on, ſome of the ſaid 
_Afton's Men called him into the Lodge, where Acton was then drink- 
ing and merry with Company ; in about Half an Hour Bliſ came out 
again, crying, and pave an Account, 'That when he was in the Lodge, 
they, for their Diverſion (as they called it) fixed on his Head an 
Iron Engine, or Inſtrument {which appears to be an Iron Scull-Cap) 
which was fcrewed ſo cloſe that it forced the Blood out of his Ears 
and Noſe : And he further declared, That his Thumbs were at the 
ſame time put into a pair of Thumb-Screws, which were ſcrewed ſo 
"tight thar che Blood ſtarred out of them; and from that time he con- 
timacd diforder'd to the Day of his Death. He was let out of the Pri- 
fon without paying his Debt, and at his going out {en deſired, That 
all that ens paſt might be forgot, and that be would not bear bim am I 
Will. This miſerable Wretch was put into St. Thomas's Hoſpital for

The ſaid William Acton being examined, at firſt denied, but after 
being confronted with ſeveral Witneſſes, acknowledged, that he had had 
Thumb- Screws in his Poſſeſſion, and pretended he had given them 
to the Gaoler at York. He poſitively denied the having any Iron In- 
ſtrument or Cap for the Head, and yet afterwards directed the Turnkeys 
where to find the Iron Scull- Cap before mentioned, and it was pro- 
duced to the Committee. | 

The Committee alſo found ſeveral very heavy Iron Bars, Shackles, 
Fetters and Handcuffs for the miſerable Priſoners in the ſaid Marſbal- 
ſea Priſon. | : 

The unwarrantable letting to Farm the Benefit of Keeping theſe 
Priſoners hath unjuſtifiably increaſed the Profits of the Priſon, to the 
greater Oppreſſion of the Priſoners : The ſaid //illiam Acton (to whom 
the Profits of the ſaid Priſon are Lett by the ſaid Fobn Darby) hath, 
in this Firſt Year of his Farming the fame, invented new oppreſ- 
five Methods to make his Profits double thoſe of the preceding 
Year. 5 

If the Gaolers are not puniſhed for theſe their wicked Devices, and 
due Care be not taken to prevent the like barbarous Practices for the 
future, the poor Priſoners, who may happen to ſurvive theſe Cruelties, 
muſt be more miſerable than can be expreſſed. | | 

The Committee apprehending the Concluſion of this Seſſion to 
be now fo near as to prevent their proceeding to farther Enquiries, 
have thought it their Duty, at this time, to lay a State of theſe Facts 
before the Houſe, hoping ſome Effectual Proviſion will be made, in the 
next Seſſion of Parliament, for remedying the t Grievances before 
mentioned; for better Regulation of Goals; and for inflicting 
proper Puniſhments upon Goalers for Cruelties to their Priſoners. | 

And the Committee have come to the following Reſolutions, viz. 

Reſolved, That it — to this Committee, That William Acton, 
Clerk of the Priſon of the Marſbalſea, and Farmer of the ſame Goal, 
and the Profits thereof, by Leaſe from Mr. John Darby, the Keeper of the 
ſaid Priſon, hath been guilty of many High Crimes and Miſdemea- 
nours in the Execution of bis Office; and hath arbitrarily and unlaw- 
fully loaded with Irons, Tortured and Deſtroyed, in the moſt Inhu-

HE Diſpatch which Your Committee found themſelves obliged 

[ to give to their former Report (relating to the Fleet 2 
prevented their inſerting ſeveral Facts, which in the Cour 

of their Examination have ſince come to their Knowledge, in a fuller 

Light, and which they rhink proper to lay before the Houſe, by way 

of Supplement to their ſaid former Report, as followeth, viz. | 


It farther appeared to the Committee, that Mr. Arne, mentioned in 
the ſaid former Report, whilſt he was in the Tap-Houſe of the ſaid 
Fleet Priſon, during the Wardenſhip of Jobn Huggins Eſq; and behaving 
himſelf quietly, was ſuddenly ſeized by James Barnes (Agent for Hug- 
gins) and without any Reaſon given, was forced into the Strong Room 
or Dungeon on the Maſter's Side, which Dungeon being then but lately 
built, and ſo Damp that the Props hung upon the Walls, was very 
nauſeous and unwholeſome. In this Place was this Unfortunate Man 
locked up, and never once permitted to go out; But by an Accident on 
a Sunday, the Door being opened, he ran into rhe Parlour Joins to 
the Chappel, during the Time of Divine Service; he had then no 
Covering upon his Body but the Feathers of a Bed (which Bed was 
thrown in to him by a Priſoner) into which he crept, to defend him- 
ſelf from the Cold, and the Feathers ſtuck and were clotted upon him, 
by his own Excrements, and the Dirt which covered his Skin, 


He was immediately ſeized and carried back into the ſaid Du n, 
where thro' the Cold and the Reſtraint, and for want of Food, he loſt his 
Senſes, languiſhed, and periſhed, 


Notwithftanding the miſerable Condition of this Man, and the Ap- 
2 which were made to Mr. Huggins, the then Warden, who 
aw this miſerable Object lying naked in the ſaid Dungeon and 
unable ro ſpeak, but lifting up his Eyes to Mr. Huggins, the ſaid Hug- 


gins had no Compaſſion on him, bur cauſed the Door to be cloſe 
locked upon him. | 


Oliver Reed, another Priſoner in the Fleet Priſon, was loaded with 
Irons, by the Directions of Mr. Huggins, who confeſſed to the Com- 
mittee, That he ſent for the Fetters and Manacles from Newgate, and 
ordered them to be put on the Hands and Leggs of this Unfartunate 
Debtor, who in October laſt was put into another Dungeon, (and was 
continued there till Your Commitree went to view the Goal) where 
he was forced to lye on a ſmall Bed, with Chains of Forty Pounds 
Weight, which even Bambridge thought too heavy, and applzed to

Lucre only; and ſuch Liberty thus given was to Priſoners committed 
for very large Sums.

Tour Committee, notwithſtanding their Diligence and Zeal in the 
Premiſſes, have not been able ro come at a true Account of the Cha- 
rities given for Relief of the poor Priſoners in the Fleet Priſon; but 
Vour ere e Reaſon to believe there is in that Particular 
W in the Wardens Management, than in the other Practices; 
whereof the following may ſerve as an Inſtance. "©: 


Lieutenant Robert Fitæ-Simmonds being diſcharged by the Plaintiff's 
Executors, on the 12th.of April 1728, lay then in Priſon for his Fees 

only, about which Time a Gentleman came to the Fleet Priſon from 

an unknown Lady, to diſcharge all ſuch Priſoners as remained there

ere conſiderably more than Three Guineas each: However, Bam- 
Belge, in Chmpliance with the Lady's great Charity, and in regard to the 
fuer Front, bonſented to accepr the Three Guineas for each Priſo-
